THE BOER SURRENDER. 


Not a Dogged or Sublen Submig-ion, Buy 
One tu Elieit Grateful British 
Acknowledgments 


There is much reason for congratu- 
lation in the speedy and good-natur- 
ed manner in which the Boers in 
South Africa have surrendered them- 
selves and their arms to the British 
authorities. Within a few hours of 
the signing of the agreement the sur- 
renders began and now they are 
practically complete. There may be 
a few isolatcd bands of irreconcil- 
ables, but thoy are insignificant in 
numbers and influence. Some 16,000 
men have coniplied weth the terms of 
peace, and they have den? so in 
such a Way as to elicit: the grateful 
acknowledgments of the British com- 
mander, as welt as to inspire confi- 
dence for the future of the country. 
It has net been a dogeed and sul- 


len submission. On the contrary it 
has been a frank und manly conies- 
sion of defeat, accompanicd witha 


willingness to take up the responsi- 
bilities and privileges of British cit- 
izenship. Amorg the Boers there 


has always been a conflict of opin- 
ion, as to the attitude they should 
lassume towards the British. The 


national party, headed by Mr. Kru- 
ver, lived by fanning the prejudices 
and the racial pride of the people. 
While this campaign had its political 
success, there was moderate men who 
saw its errer and were anxious to 
}lead the Boers along a less danger- 
ous pach. Though at the outset they 
| resisted the war, yet when once tho 
conflist had been precipitated they 
fought with their people and remain- 
ed loyally with them until the last. 
In the effort to bring about a peace- 
ful solution these leaders have exer- 
cised a salutary influcnce. They 
have gone to their people and con- 
vineed thein that it. would be folly 


jany longer to resist, and they have, 
assisted by the logic of events, won 
ithe race over to a moderate as well

A Lucubration on a Subject of Interest 
by Ravenuspur. 

What are known as shore birds, 
natuely,, plover, sandpipers, snipe, 
etc., afford fine sport sometimes. 
Along the Atlantic coast the shore 
bird shooting is exceedingly good at 
limes.

large and handsome birds. ime and 
again 1 have lured Greater Yellow- 
legs to their doom merely by imi- 
tating the plaintive whistle. So eas- 
ily are they called that I have whis- 
tled them into range from a distance 
of a quarter of a mile, and some- 
times when I missed the first time I 
have whistled them back again. In 
spring and fall the flight of shore 
and other birds is heavy, because | 
they are then going to and returning | 
from their breeding-groundis in the! 
north. I recollect one spring, some-| 
where around the first of May, when 
the northern migration was at its 
height, a north gale sprang up and} 
blew for three days. Of course it 
stopped the migration of all kinds of} 
birds, and the ground everywhere waa) 
literally alive with warblers and| 
other small birds, searching for in-| 
sects and seeds. Birds were every: | 
where, and when I took a walk up) 
‘the bay shore I found the beach lit-| 
erally black with flocks of sandpip-| 
ers, Snipe and plover, unable to make! 
headway against the gale. The birds | 
wore utterly bewildered. One evening | 
1 placed a lamp at the window, and| 
had hardly sat down when a Mag-| 
nolia Warbler flew against the glass. | 
I caught him and a Kingbird in a} 
few minutes, and liberated them in| 
the morning. In a day or so _ the! 
gale moderated, and during one night 
the motley-feathered throng all van |

to enbance our appreciation of life and}

A MATHEMATICAL PROBLEM 


Can You Solve It or Prove That It 
Cannot Be Solvedt 

At a lecture at the Royal institution 

on the fascinating subject of “Magic 

Squares” Major P. A. MacMahon, F. R. 

§., reminded his audience of the exist- 


ence of a curious problem which, de- , 


spite its apparent simplicity, has never 
yet been solved. He commended it to 


the attention of any one present who | 


desired to exercise his ingenuity and 
patience, 

The problem is as follows: There are 
thirty-six officers of six different ranks 
and drawn from six different regi- 
ments, and it is required to arrange 
them in a square of thirty-six compart- 
ments, so that ip each row as well as 
in each column there appears an offi- 
cer of each rank and also an officer 
from each regiment, 

Euler’s “Recherches Sur une Nouvelle 


Jspece de Quarres Magiques,” which | 
appeared in 1782, discusses this prob- | 
lem, but gtves no solution, and the late 
Professor Cayley, writing more than a | 
century afterward, confessed that it) 


was beyond his powers. 


Major MacMahon, who has added so 
much to our knowledge of the theory | 
of groups—a fascinating branch of | 
mathematics which bas an important | 


bearing on many branches of physical 


science—has not yet found a key to the | 


mystery. 

Whoever can solve this problem or 
prove that it cannot be solved will 
achieve {immortality on 
mathematicians and perhaps open a 
door into a new realm of the scientific 
wonderland which {s called pure math- 
ematics.—London Post.
